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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
show or make obvious Applicant's traction cable extending horizontally so that the sealing line is 
tightly stretched on the automobile body. The Kolb et al. reference in view of the Anders 
reference teaches the other claim limitations but does not teach a horizontally extending cable.
